WINUMILL COMMUNITY CENTRE 

&t two recent Parish Council meetings costs relating to the ~ 

. building of the new windmill Centre were discussed. The Council 
have been aware for some months _of problems relating to the 
structural stability of the original design, and the steps 

taken to redesign the building with a steel frame. The cost 

. implications of the delay and redesign are now becoming 
apparent. 

The initial cost overrun with Rockwell Development was 

estimated to be over £28,000. as a result of further negoti- 
ation and cutbacks this has been reduced to £24,045. A breakdown 
of this figure shows:

lt. As a result of 'the peculiar and particular 
circumstances' in which VDeddington finds itself, Cherwell 
bistrict Council have offered to cover the total shortfall 
of £22,410 by a long - term mortgage loan at 10.5% interest, 
with low or no capital repayments in the short term. In | 
addition they will look very favourable at a revised grant 
application for 30% of the cost overrun in 1986. 

2. A Windmill appeals Committee is to be set up with 
the Parish Council's backing to:find ways of raising money 
within the community by a variety of means such as covenanting, 
a 1986 Carnival etc. 

3. The Council is taking advice on whether legal action 
can be brought against the original designing architect to 
recover any of the £14,820 allegedly due to inadequate design, 
and the £8000 due for professional fees and delay. 

4. If Phase 2 goes ahead there will be a considerable 
cash input - £70,000 is currently being offered, (Phase 2 is 
the plan to exchange the present playing field with the larger 
field alongside the playgroup hut, owned by Mr. Keven Bishop). 
More houses would be built on the present playing field, and 
the new field levelled for cricket and football pitches. 
Planning permission had been deferred pending changes to the 
Uxfordshire Structure Plan which governs the amount of housing 
development allowed in villages, like veddington. A decision is 
expected within six months. 

So, the position can be summarised as follows: 

£22,410 bridging loan has been arranged by the Parish 

Council. This will be reduced or even cancelled by any 

of all of the following factors:- 

(a) a substantial grant from CuUC in 1986 

(b) local fund raising on a big scale 

(c) successful legal action 

(d) Phase 2 scheme goes ahead. 

No financial penalties will be incurred by paying off the loan 
earlier rather than later. 

It is hoped that this financial statement will answer the many 
questions that are inevitably arising over the construction 

of the new Centre. It is obviously in the Parish's interest 
to get the hall up and in use as quickly as possible to 
generate its own income, and building is epxected to be completed 
by Christmas. 

Any Parish Councillor or member of the Windmill Working Group 
will be happy to clarify any of the points outlined above, and 
the Minutes of all Council discussions are available for 
inspection once approvei. -Flease ask. . 

Volunteers to help with fund raising or to serve on the 
windmill Committee which runs the day-to-day management of the 
Centre. are always nceded.

Fire Calls 

The S last month kept us quite Baass for during the period we reccived 

27 calls. There were: 6 calls to Combine Harvesters, 1 corn drier 
on fire, 1 stolen car on fire which had been crashed into a gatepost, 

1 chimney fire, 1 hedge fire, 1 garage fire, 1 caravan on fire at the 
Peace Camp at Upper Heyford, 1 call to flooding ina house at Adderbur y, 
2 malicious false alarms, 7 falsc alarms on automatic systems, 3 calls 
to stand by at Banbury Fire Station, and finally 1 call to a Mock 
Rellwey Incident. This brings the totel number of calls so far this 
year to 163. 
Reilway Incident 
At 6.20am on Sunda ly, September 22nd we receivec a call to a lfock Rail- 
woy Accident in Ardley Tunnel.*or those who do not know the Tunnel , 
it is on the main Benbury-Bicester line, it is 2 of @ mile long and 
runs from the south side of the Somerton-"ritwell road to just north 
of the Somerton-Souldern road. 
On arrival at the scene I was informed by the Guard that the train cone 
Sisted 0” an cngine and 4 carriages, 2 of which had become derailed 
Approx 300 yards inside the Tunnel, that there were about 40-50 
casucltics and a small fire had developed. I immediately sent two men 
wearing breathing apparatus into the tunnel to assess the situation. © 
Upon their return “rom the tunnel they in®ormed me that the fire was 
out and the smoke had cleared. We therefore disposed with Breathing 
Apparatus. By this time more “ire crews had arrived together with a 
fleet of Ambulances. We then set about the task o* removing the casual-~ 
tics from the carraiages and carried them out of the tunnel. The 
casualties were allmembers o* an organisation called the Casualty 
Handling Union and therefore all live casualties, some supposedly 
being inconscious,some with broken limbs, and some with severe lacera- 
tions, all o*% which added complications to their removal from the 
incident, but never the less they were all removed successfully, the 
last one was removed at about 8.152m bringing to an end what we thought 
was a fairly successful and enjoyable exercise.

5 chimney fires, 1 kitchen fire, 1 hedgefire, 1 loft fire, 
2 road traffic accidents, 1 fire in the vestry of the Chapel 
of All Saints School Bloxham, and 1 call to a sports pavillion 
on fire at All Saints School, 1 false alarm with good intent, 
4 ~salicious false alarms, 4 false alarms on automatic systems, 
1 cae fire and 2 calls to stand by at Banbury Fire Station. 
“Sais brings this years total so far to 101 calls. 
New call out system: on 2lst May our new Firecat call out 
system came into operation, included in this system is a 
teleprinter which, when we get a call, gives as a complete 
print-out of where the fire is, what type of fire it is, map 
reference of the incident, and the telephone number where the 
call originated from, together with the time and date of the 
call. 
On ths day that the system came into operation we received 5 
fire calls, 2 on the old system and 4 on the new one. It is so 
much casier just to tear off the print-out than it was to 
pick up the direct-line phone and write all the details down 
by hand, it also enables us to get mobile quicker. We should 
now be able to get to Hempton or Clifton in 4 to 4 minutes and 
Barford, Duns Tew and North Aston in 5 minutes from the time 
we receive the call, which I think you will agree, is pretty 
uick.

Gerald is changing his job and 
moving from the village, which is most unfortunate for us 
because he gave 24 hour cover, and 24 hour cover firefighters 
are terribly difficult to replace.
